Lou would think it now impoſlible for theſe 
wo Friends to part; but mark what happened, This Joy quickly 
Furned into Lamentation and Tears, for in Conflanrinop/e irved an 
rch-prieſt, greatly favoured by the Emperor; this luſttul

he proceeds, without :Howing her to offer any thing in Vindication 
of herieli, ro denounce againſt her the following Sentence: That 
the ſhould immediately depart the City, and not be ſeen there any 
mere, upon the Forfeiture of her Liſe; commanding at the ſame 
Time all Feiſens hate er, not to give her any manner of Aſſiſtance, 
and that none but her Squire ſhould attend her.
